The Wellman 
airship

They were picked up and by means 
of the wireless telegraph communi­ 
cated the story of their terrible ex­ 
perience. The air ship was abandon­ 
ed and for some time to come there 
will be considerable interest in its 
whereabouts. 
The airship made about 1,000 miles 
altogether and this establishes a new 
record in itself. Wellman thinks the 
experience gained from this experi­ 
ment will be extremely valuable to 
aviators hereafter, and that in the 
near future one may cross the ocean.
